Two  courses,  taught  by  two  distinguished 
scholars,  are  offered  this  Fall  in  the  Sherr  Institute 
of  Adult  Jewish  Studies. 

Dr.  Jack  Wertheimer,  Associate  Professor  of 
Jewish  History  and  Director  of  the  Archives  of 
Conservative  Judaism  at  The  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America,  will  teach  a  five  session 
course,  “From  Pushcart  to  Paradise  —The  Saga 
of  American  Jewry”.  This  class  begins  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  November  6  and  continues  for  five  Thurs¬ 
day  evenings  from  8—9:30. 

Professor  Dov  Noy,  Professor  of  Jewish 
Folklore  at  the  Hebrew  University  in  Jerusalem, 
has  created  the  field  of  folklore  studies.  Currently 
on  sabbatical  in  Boston,  MA,  he  is  the  author  of 
numerous  books  on  Jewish  legends  and  the  art 
of  folklore.

The  Last  Dance 

Of  all  the  places  to  be  on  Simhat  Torah,  I  sup¬ 
pose  that  the  most  invigorating  is  probably 
Moscow— a  place  normally  at  the  bottom  of  our 
“must  visit”  lists.  But  for  many  years  now  Soviet 
Jews  have  gathered  at  the  main  synagogue,  en 
masse,  to  dance  with  the  Scrolls  of  the  Torah,  to 
dance  with  each  other,  to  see  and  to  be  seen,  on 
Simhat  Torah.  Many  carry  the  hope  that  this  year 
will  be  their  “last  dance”  in  Moscow,  for  next  year 
they  hope  to  dance  in  Jerusalem  or  in  Tel  Aviv. 

Four  hundred  thousand  Jews  are  waiting  to 
leave  the  Soviet  Union.  Last  year  saw  the  emigra¬ 
tion  of  perhaps  the  most  prominent,  Anatoly 
Shcharansky,  and  his  articulate  reflections  upon 
his  prison  experience  have  reminded  us  of  all  we 
have  long  known  about  the  tyranny  of  the  coun¬ 
try  from  which  he  came. 

Will  we  forget  the  others?  Everyone  knows  of 
the  banishment  of  Sakharov,  but  who  knows 
abouf  Ida  Nudel?  She  is  a  thoughtful,  articulate 
woman,  banished  now  to  internal  exile  in  a  small 
city  where  there  are  relatively  few  Jews.  Worse, 
though,  all  the  Jews  in  town  have  been  told  that 
it  is  in  their  best  interest  to  pay  no  attention  to 
her,  to  make  her  feel  isolated  and  to  increase  her 
suffering  for  her  terrible  crime— the  “crime”  of 
being  a  Jew  who  cares  about  her  Jewish  life.  All 
Ida  Nudel  wants  is  to  go  to  Israel,  to  be  at  home 
with  her  people,  her  future  and  her  ideals.  In  her 
place  of  exile  she  will  be  unable  to  even  dance 
on  Simhat  Torah  as  the  Jews  of  Moscow  are  in¬ 
explicably  able  to  do. 

Will  Ida  Nudel  be  forgotten?  Will  anyone  carry 
her  story  to  the  White  House,  to  the  Prime 
Ministers  of  Europe  and  to  all  the  places  where, 
successfully,  Avital  Shcharansky  brought  the 
story  of  her  husband’s  plight? 

Anatoly  Shcharansky,  known  now  of  course  by 
his  Hebrew  name  Natan,  wrote  recently  that  there 
is  a  key  to  Soviet  Jewish  aliyah.  That  key,  he  feels, 
is  an  uncompromising  attitude  toward  the  Soviet 
government,  an  attitude  that  will  end  up  making 
it  harder  for  Moscow  to  keep  Soviet  Jews  lock¬ 
ed  up  than  to  let  them  free.  An  attitude  he  hopes 
we  will  share  and  which  we  will  communicate 
to  our  government  in  advance  of  any  summit 
meeting  that  may  occur.

In  Our  Homes 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  festive 
occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disciplined  by  the 
sacred  traditions  of  home  and  synagogue. 
Although  the  observance  of  the  High  Holy  Days 
is  centered  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home 
where  family  members  prepare  to  meet  the  New 
Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive 
to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which  sym¬ 
bolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set  with 
a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and  wine. 
Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a  full,  round  year,  ap¬ 
ples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year  com¬ 
plete  the  symbolic  representations  on  the  holi¬ 
day  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting  of 
candles  and  the  kiddush  which  precedes  the 
festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the 
candles  (adding  the  words  in  parentheses  on  Fri¬ 
day  night): 

Barukh  Attah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Ha-olam,  Asher  Kid’shanu  B’mitzvotav 
V’tzivanu  L’hadlik  ner  shel  [Shabbat 
v’shel]  Yom  Tov. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness 
to  our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah 
to  kindle  light  for  [Shabbat  and  for]  the 
Festival. 

In  Celebration 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the  Motzi 
is  recited  over  the  round  hallot.  Then  all  the 
members  of  the  family  dip  the  apple  in  honey  and 
recite  the  following  blessing  and  prayer: 

Yehi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai 
Elohaynu  ve’Elohay  avotaynu, 
shetehadesh  alaynu  shanah  Tovah 
umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New 
Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh  Hashanah, 
a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded  by  the 
daytime  kiddush  and  the  Motzi : 

Tiku  vehodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  1’yotn 
hagenu,  ki  hok  l’Yisrael  hu,  mishpat 
l’elohey  Ya’akov. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheynu  Melekh 
Ha-Olam,  borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  Rosh  Hashanah  greeting  is  LShanah  Tovah 
Tikatevu -May  you  be  inscribed  for  a  good  year” 

Erev  Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion 
which  is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue,  but 
the  meal  which  precedes  the  Fast  on  Erev  Yom 


Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  experience 
for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early  so 
that  the  family  can  be  in  synagogue  before 
sundown. 

Following  the  Grace  After  Meals  —  the  Birkat 
haMazon— the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  the 
following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohaynu  Melekh 
Ha’olam,  asher  kiddeshanu  bemitzvotav 
vetzianu  lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom 
Ha-Kippurim. 

Blessed  are  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  Who  has  sanctified  us  by 
Thy  commandments  and  has  command¬ 
ed  us  to  kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohaynu  Melekh 
Ha’olam  shehehe-yanu,  vekiyemanu, 
vehigiyanu  lazeman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  Thou,  O  Lord,  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  Who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast  until 
they  are  bar/bat  mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradition  that 
they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  if  they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  pleasure 
is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of  Sab¬ 
baths”  .  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition  state 
that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a  prime 
religious  duty.  If  a  person  be  ill  or  weak,  it  is  the 
obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a  physi¬ 
cian  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for  the 
deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  lights  must 
be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  The  Children 

It  is  a  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the  Kol 
Nidre  service,  parents  bless  their  children  by 
placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of  each  one.  Such 
blessings  are  introduced  by  the  following  prayer, 
to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  their  own,  ap¬ 
propriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each  child:

Challenging  Year 
of  Activity 

The  High  School  years  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  are  exciting  ones  for  staff  and 
students,  with  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  the  entry  into  this 
adult  mode  of  Jewish  behavior  and  learning.  It 
should  be  THE  most  exciting  of  all  the  study  ex¬ 
periences  because  it  is  based  upon  the  choice  of 
the  individual  student.  It  is  truly  a  community 
of  consenting  adolescents  learning  together  and 
caring  for  each  other  and  for  the  community  at 
large. 

Currently  the  curriculum  offers  a  wide  range 
of  choices  with  courses  in  ethics,  Torah  study, 
Hebrew  language  and  literature.  These  courses 
will  be  expanded  on  a  regular  basis  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  High  School  community  and  to  in¬ 
crease  familiarity  with  our  ancient  and  rabbinic 
texts,  our  developing  Halachic  systems  and  our 
traditional  study  methodology.  Input  into  cur¬ 
riculum  development  is  encouraged  by  the  staff 
of  students  and  parents. 

For  the  last  several  years,  our  students,  on  their 
own  initiative,  have  developed  The  Food  Pantry 
which  provides  for  an  ongoing  communal  need 
by  supplying  food  to  the  poor  in  our  communi¬ 
ty.  Many  of  our  youth  have  been  active  in  Pro¬ 
ject  Dorot  which  sees  to  the  care  of  the  Jewish 
elderly  in  the  community  and,  with  the  en¬ 
couragement  of  High  School  staff  member  Misha 
Avramoff,  there  is  an  ongoing  relationship  with 
Project  Ezra  which  cares  for  the  Jewish  elderly 
poor  living  on  the  Lower  East  Side.  These 
students  show  a  sensitivity  and  a  willingness  to 
share  which  would  make  Maimonides  glow. 

The  High  School  program  will  be  offering 
class  retreats,  as  well  as  student/parent  lectures 
and  presentations  by  well-known  personalities 
such  as  Arthur  Kurzweil,  author  of  My  Genera¬ 
tion,  and  Michael  Monson,  head  of  the  Jewish 
Association  for  College  Youth. 

This  year  will  see  the  beginning  of  an  active 
youth  group  program  in  which  all  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  youth,  whether  registered  in 
the  High  School  or  not,  will  be  invited  to  par¬ 
ticipate  and  to  help  build. 

We  will  be  offering  movie  nights,  a  Super 
dance,  planned  for  January  24,  sports  nights  out, 
and  much  more.
